Pakistan received numerous requests from Arab countries to deport all 
their nationals, currently living in Pakistan and supposedly involved 
in Afghan Jehad. 

President Najibullah was stripped of all power. A four-member 
military council comprising Gen. Nabi Azimi, Gen. Asif Delawar, Gen. 
Momen and Gen. Baba Jan took control. President Najibullah was 
believed to have taken sanctuary in the UN office in Kabul after 
dissident militiamen blocked his escape from the country.

The US said that deposed Afghan president Najibullah should be 
allowed to go into exile. 

Finally, the Mujahideen leaders announced in Peshawar that they had 
reached agreement on the formation of a 50~member council (30 ^ 
commanders, 10 Ulema and 10 politicians to be nominated by ten major 
parties) headed by Prof. Sebghatullah Mojadeddi to take over from the 
Kabul regime. A Mujahideen government led by Jamiat-e-Islami chief 
Prof. Rabbani would come into being after the two month period and 
last for four months.

General Khan Mohammad, Afghan Deputy Minister for National Security, 
who served as chief of the 1st unit of KHAD in the former government 
of Najibullah, was killed in a car bomb explosion in Kabul. 

One Uzbek militiaman was killed and one wounded when they refused to 
stop their vehicle at a government check post in east Kabul. 

The acting governor of Nangarhar province, Haji Shamali Khan, escaped 
unhurt in an attempt on his life. 

Four people were killed and five others injured when clashes erupted 
between Hezb-i~Islami Hekmatyar and Dostum militiamen in Kabul. 

The Defence Ministry building was damaged by a bomb explosion and 
three people were injured. 

About 50 persons were killed and over two hundred injured when ^ 
clashes broke out between Hezb-i-Wahdat and Harakat-i-Inqlib-i-Islami 
in Farah province.

World Health Organization (WHO) sent a health tpam to Afghanistan to 
evaluate the health situation in the country, identify urgent health 
and drug requirements and provide necessary support immediately. 

The first convoy of approximately 900 MT wheat and an additional 
amount of vegetable oil supplied by Pakistani and American relief 
efforts arrived in Kabul. The convoy was the first delivery of the 
10,000 MT of relief wheat pledged by the US. 

Canada provided a grant of Rs. 31.3 million for UNICEF's 1992 
immunization programme for the children. 

An official for UNOCA said that UN handed over eight new ambulances 
to two Afghan mine clearing agencies to support them in their work of 
removing millions of land mines scattered over the country. Twelve 
dogs, specially trained for mine detection, v/ere brought to Islamabad 
on May 20 to join 52 dogs already trained and in use with Operation 
Salam mine clearance teams in Afghanistan. 

India sent 50,000 MT of wheat via Tajikistan as part of their relief 
and humanitarian aid,

Following the capture of Mazar in late March, Mujahideen took over 
Parwan, including Bagram airbase. 

On 16 April, Ghazni province fell to the Mujahideen and on 17 April, 
Herat came under Mujahideen control. Helmand province. Shin Dhand 
airbase in Farah province and Kunduz city and its military airport 
fell to the Mujahideen on 18 April. Afghan Mujahideen, on 20 April, 
announced the fall of five provincial capitals including Kandahar, 
Laghman, Badghis, Samangan and Badakhshan. On 21 April, the 
Mujahideen took over three other provincial capitals in Logar, Ghor 
and Zabul provinces. Jalalabad, capital of Nangarhar, fell on 23 
April. 

All provinces of Afghanistan had fallen into Mujahideen control. 
Different factions of the Afghan Mujahideen claimed control of the 
major cities. ^ 

National Security Minister in Najibullah 's government, Geri. Yaqubbi, 
was shot dead by Gen. Momen and his men at the Khwaja Rawash airport. 

When Mujahideen groups approached Kabul from different sides, 
Commander Ahmad Shah Masood sent reinforcements to the southern 
approaches of the capital Kabul to protect it from attacks by other 
Mujahideen' groups. His forces took over strategic military 
positions. 

Finally, Kabul, the capital of the country, was taken over by heavily 
armed Mujahideen factions belonging to Commander Ahmad Shah Masood 
and Gulbaddin Hekmatyar on 25 April, racing to take over strategic 
locations of the capital. The government troops either fled or 
mingled with the Mujahideen. Most of the government buildings 
including the Presidential Palace, Kabul airport, the defence 
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ministry, radio and television centers were under Masood's control. 
The interior ministry building, however, fell to Hekmatyar's troops. 

There was fighting between troops loyal to the new government and 
troops loyal to Gulbadin Hekmatyar. Fighting intensified in Kabul 
shortly after Mujahideen leader Sebghatullah Mojadeddi assumed the 
interim presidency of the country.
